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RAM on track 
with fed funds 


O $92.5 million vowed via Building Canada Fund, with conditions 
O Mayor rejects idea museum boost could affect LRT, arena dollars

The Royal Alberta Museum will 
charge ahead, thanks to a $92.5- 
million federal boost. 

Edmonton MP Laurie Hawn said 
yesterday the funding comes con¬ 
ditional on a contract being inked 
by January and digging starting by 
Nov. 30,2012 — or the cash would 
be freed up for other city initiatives. 

“It’s shovels in the ground that 
make our economy function and 
put Albertans to work, and that’s 
what both governments are 
focused on,” said Hawn. 

This brings Ottawa’s backing to 
$122.5 million for the $340-niillion 
project, with the latest instalment 
from the Building Canada Fund. 

Last month, Jeff Johnson, Alber¬ 
ta’s minister of infrastructure, sud¬ 
denly put the RAM on hold, citing 
a shortfall from Ottawa in the 
amount of yesterday’s funding 
announcement. 


MP Rona Ambrose said at the 
time the feds had only earmarked 
$30 million, back in 2005. 

Hawn chalked it up to a “mis- 
communication.” 

“When something does go off 
the rails, it’s not important how it 
got off the rails; it’s more impor¬ 
tant how you put it back on the 
rails, and we’ve done that,” said 
Hawn. 

Johnson seemed confident yes¬ 
terday he could meet the feds’ 
deadlines. 

“I don’t see any reason why 
we’re not going to have (design- 
build contracts) signed by the end 
of the week,” said Johnson, adding 
a meeting to do so was slated for 
yesterday afternoon. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel lauded 
Hawn, Johnson and Ambrose for 
their parts in netting the money, 
and said he was “elated” with the 
turn of events. 

“I think there was a political will 
from everybody’s side,” said 
Mandel.

O People held hostage at Workers’ Compensation Board recall terrifying 
day back in October 2009 O Sentencing underway after guilty plea 


Some of the nine people 
held hostage two years ago 
by a gunman at a Workers’ 
Compensation Board of¬ 
fice building say they have 
been anxious, depressed 
and fearful ever since. 

“I’m still nervous to go 
to work,” wellness assis¬ 
tant Kyla McDonald wrote 
in her victim-impact state¬ 
ment submitted in an Ed¬ 
monton court yesterday. 

“1 want Patrick Cla 5 Aon 
to know ... no one will for¬ 
get him, but it’s not be¬ 
cause of why he wanted to 


be heard.” 

Cla 5 Aon had an ongoing 
beef with the WCB over an 
injuiy claim when he 
walked into the building 
on Oct. 21, 2009, armed 
with a rifle. He fired a shot 
at a fleeing security guard 
and herded people into an 
eighth-floor conference 
room. 

He slowly released his 
captives one by one and 
surrendered peacefully to 
police 10 hours later. 

The 40-year-old has 
pleaded guilty to hostage¬ 


taking, pointing a firearm 
and possession of a 
weapon for a dangerous 
purpose. 

Cla 5 Aon wiped tears 
from his eyes as several 
letters were read aloud at 
his sentencing hearing. He 
was expected to testify 
Thursday. 

Security guard Nadir 
Gova wrote about how he 
still hears the gun blast 
that went over his head 
that frightful day. He said 
the sound wakes him up at 
night and he has had to 


seek counselling and has 
stopped watching crime 
shows on TV. 

“At work, 1 am always 
on edge when clients walk 
in through the front doors, 
carrying a case or bag or 
bulky jacket.” 

Crown prosecutor Lisa 
Tchir said she is seeking a 
significant prison term. 
Cla 5 Aon faces a maximum 
life sentence for hostage¬ 
taking and a maximum 14 
years each on the two 
weapons charges.

Modo, the two-year-old 
basset hound-beagle cross 
brought to the Edmonton 
Humane Society after be¬ 
ing beaten, has been 
adopted. 

But not only does he 
have a new home, it’s one 
he had as a puppy. 

“He used to be ours,” 
said Sabrina Powers, who 


adopted him with her hus¬ 
band, Warren, and chil¬ 
dren, Ethan, 6, Grayson, 3, 
and Vienna, 22 months. 

Sabrina had been keep¬ 
ing track of the dog since 
media reports last month, 
and the family waited out¬ 
side for two hours yester¬ 
day until he was up for 
adoption. 

“Due to unforeseen cir¬ 
cumstances, we had to 
give him up,” said Sabri¬ 
na. “(He was then) given 
away without our permis¬ 
sion.” 

Warren said they gave 
Modo — whom they 


named Moto-Moto — to a 
family member when they 
moved homes a couple of 
years ago. 

When they returned 
from a holiday, they found 
he had been given away 
via Kijiji. They don’t know 
where he went or who in¬ 
jured him, but they’re “al¬ 
most positive” Modo is the 
same dog, said Warren. 

Shauna Randolph, EHS 
spokesperson, said the 
family doesn’t have to 
prove an54:hing. 

“They believe this,” she 
said. “We just want a good 
home for him.”

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Occupying a generation 

O Expert calls movement that brought together unionists, students and other groups unprecedented in recent 
memory O Everyone wondering how long it can survive after protesters hauled away from worldwide sites 


The Occupy protest is the 
most important democrat¬ 
ic social movement of the 
last two generations and 
demonstrators who have 
taken over parks and other 
public spaces should be 
left alone, an expert in so¬ 
cial movements says. 

As civic authorities 
across Canada and the U.S. 
move to end the various 
occupations, Vincent 
Mosco, professor emeritus 
of sociology at Queen’s 
University, says the “extra¬ 
ordinary” movement had 
created a rarely seen coali¬ 
tion. 

“It’s everywhere — not 
just in large cities, but in 
small towns,” Mosco said. 

Back in the 1970s, he 
said, construction workers 
beat up anti-war students 


in the streets of New York 
City. Now, the workers go 
with their own protest 
signs and join the Occupy 
Wall Street demonstration 
in the city’s Zuccotti Park. 

Earlier this week, au¬ 
thorities cleared the Man¬ 
hattan plaza, a scene that’s 
been playing out around 
the world over the past 
few days. 

But Mosco believes the 
movement would survive 
because of its significance, 
even if protesters end up 
evicted from their last re¬ 
maining strongholds. 

No matter what hap¬ 
pens, Mosco said they have 
already made people pay 
attention to issues of 
wealth distribution and 
democracy.

Veterans challenge 
clawbacks to federal

Lawyers for Canadian veter¬ 
ans were in federal court 
yesterday in Halifax argu¬ 
ing that disability benefits 
for hundreds of former 
members are being unfairly 
cut back. 

The veterans, who have 
launched a class-action suit, 
say their long-term disabili¬ 
ty benefits are being re¬ 
duced by the amount of 
their disability pensions. 

The veterans say the gov¬ 
ernment is clawing back 
their disability because it 
has incorrectly deemed it 
income. The hearing is 
looking at whether the gov¬ 
ernment has the legal right 
to pare back the disability 
benefit and if it is miscalcu¬ 
lating the benefit. 

Ward Branch, one of the 
claimants’ lawyers, argued

• On Canadian currency, 
Canada is rarely spelled 
with a K. 

• Canadian bills include 
braille. If the bill is counter¬ 
feit, braille reads, “This bill 
is fake. Shhh...” 

• Be waiy if small print 
says, “We swear this bill is 
legal tender, honest.” 

• There has never been a 
bill with Geddy Lee’s image, 
there is no such coin as the 
“threenee,” and the $57.50 
bill is no longer in 
circulation. 

• Only younger 

depictions of the Queen show her with a nose ring; on 
counterfeit bills, her pearls are also fake. 

• The King of Kensington was never actually part of the 
British monarchy. 

Still not sure? The new bills also allow new ways to 
check their legitimacy beyond simple visuals: 

• Chewing on a new bill for one hour will trigger the 
taste of wild pomegranates. 

• A new $100 will bum at 233 C. Results vaiy, so bum at 
least 10 of them, then calculate the mean temperature. 

• The new notes are magic-eye puzzles. If you let your 
eyes go out of focus, you will see, depending on the 
denomination, John A. Macdonald with his head resting 
on a toilet bowl or Pierre Elliot Tmdeau giving you the fin¬ 
ger.

O Many stores don’t accept $100 bills for staff safety 
O High percentage of customers pay with debit cards 


Store owners who are im¬ 
pressed with the security 
innovations built into the 
$100 pol 3 mier bill are in no 
rush to stuff them into 
their tills or accept them 
from customers, some say. 

The pol 3 mier banknotes, 
unveiled on Monday by the 
Bank of Canada, are ex¬ 
pected to keep fraudsters 
at bay and spare taxpayers 
the cost of replacing the 
bills eveiy seven years. 

But some store owners 
are reluctant to get on 
board. Anil Dangra, man¬ 
ager of a Mac’s Conven¬ 


ience Store in Nanaimo, 
B.C., said he refuses to al¬ 
low customers to pay with 
a $100 bill after regular 
business hours as a way of 
protecting staff working 
the cash alone at night. 

The new currency may 
give counterfeiters pause, 
but won’t prove any less at¬ 
tractive to thieves, he said. 

“It has nothing to do 
with the counterfeit bills. 
It has to do with how much 
money you have in the 
till,” Dangra said. 

The security features 
will certainly benefit busi¬ 


nesses that are vulnerable 
to potential fraudsters, he 
said, adding his store has 
been fooled twice by coun¬ 
terfeit bills in the past 
three months. 

Those benefits, howev¬ 
er, may not be felt until 
more commonly used bills 
are put into circulation. 
Dangra said the vast ma¬ 
jority of cash transactions 
are completed using 
smaller bills, and only one 
to two customers a week 
try to pay using the $100 
denomination.

Makeup is a complicated af¬ 
fair. You have a zit that 
needs covering, but the con¬ 
cealer only makes the 
breakout worse.

that blocks the sun, con¬ 
trols oil and clears up acne. 
But is the kill-three-skin- 
flaws-with-one-cream ap¬ 
proach the best solution, or 
are single-use products still 
the best way to go? 

Maiy Schook, a makeup 
artist and skin-care guru, is 
on the fence. 

“I think it’s kind of like 
those all-in-one shampoo- 
conditioners. You can use 
them, but you still get the 
best results by using a sepa¬ 
rate shampoo and separate 
conditioner,” she says. 

“A lot of these products 
that claim to block the 
sun’s rays are not protect¬ 
ing the way they should. 
You’re not getting a sun¬ 
block in a foundation un¬ 
less it has both zinc and 
titanium dioxide. It has to 
be a chemical compound 
that blocks the sun’s rays 
and it’s hard to find that in 
a liquid foundation,” she 


says. 

Dermatologist Dr. Doris 
Day, meanwhile, thinks 
that multi-tasking products 
can work well as a supple¬ 
ment to a healthy skin-care 
regimen, but don’t neces¬ 
sarily warrant throwing out 
your arsenal of face creams. 

“I like multi-tasking 
products. Think of these 
makeup items as your 
bonus, not your main meal. 
I’m a busy woman. I have a 
husband, two kids and 
three jobs. There are going 
to be days when I can’t put 
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on everything all the time,” 
she admits. 

Celebrity makeup artist 
Talia Shobrook agrees that 
some makeup items that do 
triple-duty can be worth the 
investment. 

“The foundations and 
powders that include acne¬ 
fighting ingredients, for in¬ 
stance, are great because 
that is a specific problem 
that can be treated quick¬ 
ly,” she says. 

“But I don’t necessarily 
think that an anti-aging 
foundation is going 
to work veiy well. Anti¬ 
aging is not a quick fix. 
Those products are 
dipping into skin care, 
when it should just be 
separate altogether. 
Plus the anti-aging in¬ 
gredients seem to make 
the makeup feel heav¬ 
ier on the skin,” she 
says. 

Ultimately, the real 
task is knowing what to 
look for. 

“It’s about finding 
the right ingredients,” 
Schook says. Day adds, 
“You want to make sure 
the products don’t com¬ 
bine ingredients that 
cancel each other out.”

With last Sunday’s CFL 
Western semifinal in the 
balance, Edmonton Eski¬ 
mos offensive tackle Chris 
Patrick killed a drive after 
being fiagged for throwing 
Stampeder Eric Fraser to 
the turf and delivering a 
forearm shiver to the back 
of his head. 

A week earlier, Patrick 
killed another drive in a 
four-point game when he 
locked up with a 
Saskatchewan linebacker 
Chris Graham, ran him 10 
yards off the field and into 
a blistering-hot sideline 
heater. 

The six-foot-five, 305- 
pound former San Francis¬ 
co 49er has become the 
poster player for an Eskimo 
team that will play the B.C. 
Lions in Sunday’s West Di¬ 
vision final despite leading 
the CFL in both brain- 
cramp penalties and undis¬ 
ciplined fouls. 

Patrick said he’s just do¬ 
ing his job. 

“As an offensive lineman 
you’re taught to finish your 
blocks,” he said, dressing at 
his locker before practice. 

“(A penalty) is one of 
those things you want to 
tiy to avoid, but also you 
want to be physical.” 

The Eskimos were the 
dubious league leaders on 
procedure penalties, with 
57. Only Saskatchewan, 
with 13 time-count viola¬ 
tions, had more than Ed¬ 
monton’s 11. 

Still the double-E fin¬ 
ished with a record of 11-7. 

But on Sunday, they’ll go 
to B.C. Place to play anoth¬ 
er 11-7 squad, but one that 


beat them three games out 
of four, allowed the fewest 
points per game (21.4), 
took the fewest penalties 
(127), the fewest roughing 
penalties (19), and forced 
opposing offences into the
